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In re page 8, applicant's representative states: "Kinney fails to disclose that a status message, i.e., a seek event, is sent after a 
command." 

The examiner respectfully acknowledges his confusion over the applicant's representative's equating of a status message with a seek 
event. A seek event, as disclosed in Kinney, is itself a command, and not a status. However, Kinney does clearly disclose the sending of 
status signals after commands are received, as illustrated in Fig. 2B, steps 234, 240, and 242. 

Further in re page 8, applicant's representative states: "Kinney further fails to disclose that a status message is transmitted 'after a 
predetermined time after no commands have occurred,' as is recited in the claims. 

While the examiner acknowledges this lack in Kinney, he feels it is important to note that the specified language is claimed as an 
alternative embodiment to the recitation of the status signal being transmitted after each command, and as such does not apply to the final 
rejection. 
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
